I th« process of burning the 


THE RECENT PRIMARIES 


the reports that reach' us from those states 


have recently held elections for delegates to 


;ttie national conventions, or to express a preference 
for president, reveal an apathy on the part of the 
jroters that is rather puzzling, considering the general 
Interest that is being manifested concerning affairs 
at "Washington. The vote at these primaries was 
pitiably small. Xo effort has been spared to bring 
.out the vote, but the people keep away from the poll- 
pig booth. 


There are a number of reasons that suggest 


^themselves to our mind. In the first place, may it be 
an indication of a general want of confidence in the 
machinery of politics and in parties. 
The voter 


Jmows well enough that his preference will receive 
jgcant attention when the delegates assemble in con- 
tention. Four years ago, Mr. Harding was nomi- 
nated by a few men who met together in George Har- 
Ipey's room in the Blackstone Hotel. He came to the 
Convention with a small block of delegates, mostly 
'from Ms own state. It is a question whether he was 
jknown at all by the people-at-large outside of Ms own 
fetate. In the clash between the leaders- a dark horse 
had to emerge. This is generally the case. Either 
jthe people have no choice at all- or they are totally in 
ijthe dark concerning candidates. There is not one 
j&hanee out of a hundred that the preference expressed 
|n the primary will have anything to do with the nom- 
gnation. So, why go to the trouble of voting. 


In the second place, we have rarely had an ap- 


proaching election for which there was such a dearth 
jpf outstanding men for presidential candidates. With 
Jill respect to President"Coolidge. there is scarcely a 
man mentioned who rises above the mediocre. In the 
early days there were such men as "Webster and Clay, 
iDouglas and Cass and to go back further, the Adamses 
—-father-and-son—and Jefferson. It is a disturbing 
feature of the situation to a great many people that 
men like Borah and LaFollette are the only names 
that arouse any enthusiasm. It takes a man "who can 


imagination to make a general appeal. 


Roosevelt ran against President Taft in 


the primaries of 1912, there was no lack of enthusi- 
asm. There "was an outstanding character to call it 
put.
